The OAS team said in a com­ 
munique its mediation efforts 
have resulted in agreement by 
the disputing parties to crea­ 
tion of a mixed commission for 
coordination of peace aims, and 
U. S. reaffirmation of intent to 
fly the Panamanian flag along­ 
side the Stars and Stripes at all 
public sites in the controversial 
Canal Zone. 


The 
commission, 
the 
OAS 
said, will include two Panam an­ 
ians and two Americans and be 
presided over by an OAS offi­ 
cial. Chilean delegate 
Manuel 
Truced will preside over the co­ 
ordination group which will in­ 
clude a military 
as 
well 
as 
civilian 
representative 
from 
both sides. 


The 
commission 
will 
draft 
measures to “ prevent and re­ 
solve” any alterations of order 
and also decide on what areas 
should be 
subject 
to 
special 
vigilance, the OAS peace-mak- 
ers said. 


The five - man OAS mission 
called on President Roberto F. 
Chiari at the presidential palace 
at 12:30 a.m. EST, to advise him 
of its findings, ti was announced 
that U. S. Assistant Undersecre­ 
tary of State Thomas C. Mann, 
sent here by President Johnson 
to investigate the dispute, would 
postpone his scheduled departure 
until later today to permit him 
to hold another talk with Chiari 
this afternoon. 


The OAS group noted in its 
communique that U. S. Army 
Secretary Cyrus Vance ratified 
for the United States its inten­ 
tion to fly the Panamanian flag 
outside all public schools in the 
Canal Zone alongside that of the 
United States. 


Such an agreement had been 
negotiated a year ago and it was 
its alleged violation by Ameri­ 
can students — since officially 
denied by zone authorities — 
that sparked 
last Thursday’s 
Panamanian attacks on the zone 
and subsequent widespread anti 
American sniping, burning and 
looting. 


MOSCOW (UPI)—Cuban P re­ 
mier Fidel Castro got a bear­ 
hug greeting from Premier Ni­ 
kita S. Khrushchev today on his 
arrival for a surprise visit and 
talks expected to center on U.S. 
troubles in Panama. 


It was below zero when Cas­ 
tro’s Soviet jet landed after a 
nine-hour flight from sunny Ha- 
vanna, but Western observers 
said Castro’s welcome was as 
warm as the one he received in 
May, when he spent more than 
a month here. 


The visit was announced sud­ 
denly Sunday night, and the 
Cuban people did not learn of it 
until after Castro was airborne. 
The Soviets said Khrushchev in­ 
vited the bearded Cuban “ again 
to visit the Soviet Union in win­ 
ter time to exchange opinions 
on questions of mutual interest 
to 
rest, 
to 
acquaint 
himself 
with the winter landscape and 
hunt in the snow-clad forest of 
the Soviet Union.” 


Western observers 
said the 
topics were likely to dominate 
the talks: 


—The 
rioting 
in 
Panama: 
The vital Panama Canal is only 
750 miles south of Castro’s is­ 
land. Pro-Castro agitators were 
reported 
active 
in 
the 
anti- 
American 
mobs 
in 
Panama 
City. 


Both leaders now hope to ex­ 
ploit the United States’ trouble 
in Panama and can be expect­ 
ed to issue charges of U.S. co-

Second 
Storm 
May Hit

A 
vicious 
snowstorm, 
powered by gusts of up to 
50 miles per hour, howled 
through Buck County today, 
piling up drifts of four to 
six feet and snarling traffic 
throughout the area. 


The U.S. Weather Bureau at 
Trenton reported four inches of 
snow at 2 p.m. with five or six 
inches more expected during the 
day. 
The 
near-blizzard storm 
was expected to dump a total 
of IO inches before tapering off 
late tonight. 


Another storm may yet hit the 
area tomorrow, the weather bu­ 
reau cautioned late this after­ 
noon. A blizzard-type storm was 
reported 150 miles northeast of 
Cape Hatteras, N. C., and head­ 
ing northward along the East 
coast. 


Officials said “ ifs too early 
to predict exactly what tomor­ 
row will bring.” 


Several schools in the arca 
were closed while others dis­ 
missed classes shortly before 
noon. 


Traffic in some instances was 
bogged to a virtual standstill 
despite the fact that snow plows 
had 
been 
in 
operation 
since 
early morning. 


Considerable Drifting 


Near-blizzard conditions pre­ 
vailed with high winds between 
35-45 miles an hour causing con­ 
siderable drifting throughout the 
area, particularly in the upper 
portions of the county. 


The brunt of the storm, mov­ 
ing up the East coast from the 
south, hit Lower Bucks shortly 
after daybreak. 


Driving Hazardous 


The high winds, which pro­ 
d d e d gusts of up to 50-60 miles 
an hour, and sub-freezing tem ­ 
peratures in the teens, 
made 
driving 
extremely 
hazardous 
throughout the area. 


The thermometer, which dip­ 
ped to a low of 15 degrees this 
morning, went up to 22 at 8 a.m. 
But it dropped two hours later 
to 18, before rising slightly to 
20 degrees by 2 p.m. 


IO Tonight 


The day’s high wasn’t expect­ 
ed to reach 25 degrees. Tomor­ 
row’s outlook is for brief snow 
flurries,

Afflerback, who lives at 7 
Roving Road, Red Rose Gate, 
Levittown, resigned recently as 
chairman of the authority, and 
was appointed in a general re­ 
shuffle of jobs within the group 
that were announced today.

B52 jet bomber carrying 
two unarmed nuclear wea­ 
pons and a five-man crew 
crashed in tile snow cover­ 
ed 
Maryland 
mountains 
about 1ft miles west of here 
early today. 


Pentagon 
spokesmen 
an­ 
nounced immediately there was 
no danger of a nuclear explo­ 
sion but warned the public to 
stay clear of the area “ in the 
interests of public safety, na­ 
tional security and to facilitate 
removal operations ' 


Maryland 
state 
police 
who 
reached the scene shortly before 
ll a m. EST established a “ se­ 
curity 
ring” about 1,500 
feet 
away from the main body of 
wreckage. They broke their way 
to the site, in a small valley, in 
snow plow and reported by 
telephone that they had found 
no immediate sign or survivors. 


The Pentagon would say no­ 
thing about the type of nuclear 
weapons aboard the Strategic 
Air Command plane which was 
flying from Westover Air Force 
Base, 
Mass., 
to 
Turner 
Air 
Force base near Albany, Ga. 


Spokesman said, however, this 
was the eighth such crash in­ 
volving nuclear weapons since 
March, 1958, and “ there never 
has been any nuclear yield in 
our history of these crashes.” 


Explosion Heard 


Residents of the area near 
Savage Mountain reported see­ 
ing a red flash in the sky and 
hearing a loud explosion. The 
plane had lost radio and radar 
contact with the Washington ra­ 
dar center about 1:40 a m. EST. 


The 
Pentagon 
said 
an 
ordinary explosion or crash in­ 
volving a plane carrying nu­ 
clear weapons would not touch 
off the weapons. 


“ There is a complex of safety 
devices to prevent any danger 
from a nuclear explosion unless 
it is intended to be exploded,” 
a spokesman said. 


The last such crash involved 
a B52 from Beale AFB in Cali­ 
fornia on March 14, 1961.

Dr. Gerhart said he urges his 
patients to stop 
smoking and

approach to the problem. 
Another doctor, Dr. Richard 
C. Market of Langhorne, spoke 
in strong terms. “ I can think 
of nothing better — medically 
speaking — than for smoking to 
be eradicated from civilization.”

F rom the Rockies eastward 
the weather picture looked like 
this: 
Ohio V alley — Up to 18 inches 
of snow fell in the area, strand­ 
ing motorists in their cars along 
highways blocked by deep drifts 
in Indiana, Ohio and Pennsyl- 
v a n i a.
